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REMARKS 

In response to the Office Action mailed February 11, 2003, claims 1-7, 9-15 and 17-23 
have been cancelled and claims 24-43 are newly added. Claims 24-43 are now active in this 
application, of which claims 24, 33 and 43 are independent. 

Based on the attached Amendments and the following Remarks, Applicants respectfully 
request that the Examiner reconsider the outstanding objections and rejections and they be 
withdrawn. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S. C. §103 

In the Office Action, claims 1-6, 9, 12, 15 and 17-23 have been rejected imder 35 U.S.C. 
§103(a) for being unpatentable over U, S. Patent No. 6,229,5 16 issued to Kim, et al ("Kim") in 
view of Japanese Patent Pubhcation No. 03-125187 issued to Konoue, et al ("Konoue"). This 
rejection is respectfully traversed. 

In this response, claims 1-6, 9, 12, 15 and 17-23 have been cancelled. Accordingly, 
AppUcants respectfully request that the rejection over claims 1-6, 9, 12, 15 and 17-23 be 
withdrawn. 

In the Office Action, claims 7, 10, 11, 13 and 14 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kim in view of Konoue, further in view of U. S. Patent No. 
5,093,655 to Tanioka, et al. ("Tanioka"). This rejection is respectfully traversed because, in this 
response, claims 7, 10, 11, 13 and 14 have been cancelled. 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that the rejection over claims 7, 10, 1 1, 13 
and 14 be withdrawn. 
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Other Matters 

In this response, claims 24-43 are newly added to claimed the different embodiments of 
the present invention.

All of the stated grounds of rejection have been properly traversed, accommodated, or 
rendered moot. Applicants therefore respectfully request that the Examiner reconsider all 
presently outstanding objections and rejections and that they be withdrawn.
